Many  of  the  distances  given  in  these  tables  are  from  actual  odometer 
measurements;  some  are  from  the  official  distances  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  and  others  are  estimated  and  derived  from  the  commonly  ac- 
cei:)ted  distances  of  the  i^eople  traversing  the  routes.  They  have  all  been 
compiled  from  the  most  authentic  information  attainable,  and  are  -pxih- 
lished  for  the  information  and  assistance  of  the  officers  of  this  command. 

Officers  traveling  the  routes  given  are  invited  to  co-operate  in  the  correc- 
tion of  errors,  and  the  collection  of  additional  information. 

Blank  pages  are  left  in  this  pamphlet,  in  order  that  officers  may  add 
*  from  time  to  time  such  itineraries  and  routes  as  they  may  become  aware 

of.  These  they  are  requested  to  forward  to  these  Headquarters,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  published  for  the  benefit  of  all. 

The  tables  give  in  the  first  cohimn  the  distances  between  the  consecu- 
tive points  named;  in  the  second  column  is  given  the  total  distance  from 
the  first-named  point,  and  in  the  third  column  is  given  the  total  distance 
from  the  last-named  jioint. 

I  have  made  free  use  of  the  tables  prepared  by  Lieutenant  J.  A.  Sladen, 
14tli  Infantry,  Aide-de-Camj)  to  General  Howard,  and  of  the  materials  and 
information  concerning  distances  gathered  by  him. 

The  distances  from  Indian  Agencies  to  nearest  towns  and  cities  are 
from  Lieutenant  Sladen's  tables,  with  such  modifications  {is  were  found 
necessary  by  later  determinations. 

The  Department  of  the  Columbia  embraces  the  State  of  Oregon  and 
the  Territory  of  Washington,  and  all  that  part  of  the  Territory  of  Idaho 
wdiicli  lies  to  the  west  of  the  northward  extension  of  the  boundary  line 
between  Utah  and  Nevada. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Department  are  at  Vancouver  Barracks,  W,  T., 
18  miles  by  water  from  Portland,  Oregon,  which  is  the  commercial  center 
of  the  Department,  and  the  point  from  which  the  various  posts  in  the 
Department  are  supplied. 

Its  present  commander  is  Brevet  Brigadier-General  Frank  Wheaton, 
Colonel,  2d  Infantry.
